The next morning we flew from Fez, the 
honey-colored former capital of Morocco, to 
Marrakesh, the largest oasis in the world. We 
had been met by Captain Lahrizi, King Hassan’s

Great excitement at the Ivotel for we were now 
( deafr traveling with the "Palace People", as the 
A slim overskirt King's entourage is called. 

When we flew down from the hills the 
landscape became flat and dry, much like the 
deserts of Ariziona, until we saw a huge green 
circle directly in front of the snowcapped 
Atlas Mountains that form the last barrier to 
the liahara Desert. Our plane circled over 
a huge date forest, the palms looking like 
startled giraffes, then down to the rose-colored 
city where no one is allowed to paint a build 
ing that isn t a shade of rose-funk to red. 
Waiting for us were the Governor of Manak 
esh amt many of the City Officials, who wel- 
comed us with great courtesy and accompan- 
ied us to the Hotel Maitounua. This marvelous 
hostelry, setback in a park, is one of the most 
famous hotels in the world, as well it should 
be. It was built about twenty years ago by a 
Frenchman and is decorated in the Moroccan 
manner, with every possible convenience and 
comfort. Our room had a terrace that looked 
out on a red rose garden, swimming pool, for- 
est cf palms, the mountains and the sky.

I was surprised and saddened to hear that I bad waited too 
long to inquire and Hint my work under social security was not 
recent enough." 

Mr Miles was told bv Dhe Hazard District office that he 
needed social security credit') for 20 quarters (5 years of work) 
during a ten year period The ten year period Is Ihe one end- 
ing at the time he became disabled In addition, the ten year 
period must end no earlier than 18 months before he applied 
for benefit Mr Mile- had wailed l o long to apply for disabil- 
ity insurance benefits under Social Security. 

On October 13, 1064. this law was changed eliminating the 
18 month restriction. This will permit Mr. Miles to receive 
back payments to November, 1063 Mr Miles was asked what 
he would do with this check for $7f>6: 

"I am puttinq it in the Bank. Although I have no debts, I 
can think of a hundred things I need to buy. I have been living 
with mv 85 vear old Mother and my 19 year old daughter and I 
recaive no assistance from public or private sources and my 
Mother has helped me some because she received a small rail- 
road pension. I can look forward to a better life now that I 
® will receive a regular monthly check." 

Here's a brief example of this particular change in the law. 
Mr. Miles became disabled in 1956. He must have five years of 
social security credits in the ten year period from 1946 to 1956 
A Assuming he has five nr more years work in this ten year per 
tod, he can now apply for monthly disability benefits and receive
